Several prominent business men and 
farmers journeyed out to Thomas 
Jackson’s farm, in Killarney, last 
week, to see the operation of an 
automatic grain stooker attached to 
a binder, and they were met with a 
great surprise. The machine took 
the sheaves from the binder and set 
them into excellent shocks, Not only 
did the machine handle the grain as 
fast as the binder could deliver it, 
but at the same time it delivered all 
loose grain into the shock, due to 
the fact that any grain éoming off 
the deck of the binder had no alter- 
native other than to follow the 
sheaves into the shock. 

It was estimated by many that this 
grain saving feature alone would 
save from 50c to $1.50 per acre to the 
farmer, depending on the kind and 
condition of the grain. 

This machine was invented by O. 
F, Hammill, of Calgary, and is known 
as the Hammill stooker. The ma- 
chine has covered from 60 to 65 acres 
of wheat, rye and oats in all their 
various stages, consisting of green 
feed, rye and matured wheat and 
oats, with apparently the same re-

Trade at Home.

“People who trade at home build up 
a home market, instead of building up 
& great industrial centre here and 
there.” 

This sentence is a trite remark made 
by a Minnesota editor after a visit to 
Winnipeg last month. He, with sev- 
eral of his confreres from the wheat 
state had been visiting Manitoba dur- 
ing the month of July, and while in 
Winnipeg was taken through a big 
departmental storc—one that apec- 
ializes in mail order business. 

“This is an immense institution,” 
the editor wrote later in his paper, 
“but has been built up at the expense 
of the rural communitics, While Min- 
resota has hundreds of thriving vil- 
lages, with fine schools, good churches 
and plenty of amusement centres, you 
find mostly sidings in the part of Can- 
ada we have seen, There’s a reason! 
People who trade at home build a 
home market, instead of building up a 
great industrial centre here and 
there.” 

Evidently Mayor Webb of Winnipeg 
deplores the fact that Manitoba did 
not have the population it should 
have, but the Minnesota editor Says 
“the reason.was very plain to be 
seen.” He goes on to say that: 
“Canada has been losing population 
no doubt because community life is 
not developed. It is the thriving vil- 
lages that form community centres 
and make the people more contented 
to stay on the farms. Villages are 
the community centres, but villages 
cannot do and exist where establish- 
ments like Eaton's are pulling all the 
money to the cities. Villages and 
towns of from 400 to 2,000 population 
use up considerable food in a year and 
create a home market for a part at 
least of the farm product. Resides 
they make possible goad schools, 
churches and enlarged social life. 

“If Canada is to develop she must 
develop her villages, have her local 
rewspapers and good home stores and 
entertginment centres. 

“Railroad sidings will not build up 
an agricultural community.” 

Get that last remark: “Railroad sid- 
ings will not build up an agricultural 
community.” There is a great deal 
of truth in these remarks, more truth 
than fiction, but it evidently takes an 
outsider to make them and point out 
the error of our ways. If the news- 
paper editors thrqughout the country 
hammered this fact home to their 
readers, not by one casual reference, 
but repeatedly “ding dong” it in, the 
dear public would possibly realize 
that trading at home builds up their 
community and does not build up a 
city they are not financially inter- 
ested in,
